Legion stripped 
of liquor license

American Legion Post 136 had its 
liquor license suspended for the 
remainder of this year and not 
renewed for 1996 by the Wilming- 
ton Board of Selectmen Monday 
night, who heard allegations of 
violations of the club's license, 
including the allowance of illicit 
entertainment. 

According to police, the Legion 
hosted two bachelor parties in 1995, 
with striptease dancers present at 
both. No criminal charges have 
been filed against the American 
Legion, though Town Counsel Alan 
Altman charged during Monday 
night's license hearing before the 
board that the club had violated state 
obscenity laws. 

The hearing was a very formal, 
trial-like affair with Selectmen 
Chairman Diane Allan moderating. 
Just two other selectmen, Michael 
McCoy and Dan Wandell, were 
present. Selectman Robert Cain was 
absent from the meeting, while 
Selectman Jim Rooney, a member 
of Post 136, sat in the audience and 
did not participate to avoid any 
conflict of interest. 

Arguing on behalf of the Legion, 
Tewksbury-based attorney Richard 
O'Neill tried to paint a picture of an 
unknowing, unsuspecting Legion 
membership victimized by irre- 
sponsible tenants and detail police 
officers who did not stop the sup- 
posed illegal activity. 

In fact, after an initial incident 
reported to Lt. Robert Spencer, 
head of the Wilmington Detectives 
Bureau, following an April 22 
bachelor party at the Legion hall, 
Inspector Thomas Miller was as- 
signed to work a detail, in uniform, 
at a similar party booked for Oct. 
28, Atthat event, Miller was in “an 
investigative mode," under orders 
from Spencer to observe the sale of 
alcohol, any dancer present, her 
state of undress, conduct and contact 
with those in attendance. 

According to Miller's testimony, 
he witnessed, from 35-40 feet away 
with lights "turned down but ade- 
quate for viewing," a female dancer 
strip down "to nothing but a 
G-string” and proceed to climb onto 
the laps of several of those in 
attendance, "grinding her hip area 
into the genital area [of the guests] 
with her breasts inches from their 
face." 

The dancer then, according to 
Miller, took two of the men, in suc- 
cession, took off their shirts, took 


down their pants, exposing their 
genitals and proceeded to gyrate her 
hips up and down and side to side 
over the facial area of the men. A 
third individual, Miller said, was 
slapped on his bare buttocks with a 
belt, which was then placed around 
the man's neck like a choker, the 
man then ridden like a horse around 
the hall by the dancer. 

O'Neill hit Miller with questions 
concerning the duties of a detail 
officer and determined that Miller 
was in fact paid detail rate, not 
call-in detective's pay. The argu- 
ment was that the Legion thought 
they were getting a! full detail 
officer, one committed to upholding 
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the law and thus were protected 
against any such violations. 

Not so. And after Miller called 
Spencer the next day to report what 
he had witnessed, Spencer decided 
he could not allow the behavior to 
go on. Shortly thereafter, Police 
Chief Bobby Stewart brought char- 
ges of a license violation to select- 
men, recommending a hearing be 
held and that the board revoke the 
Legion's current license and disap- 
prove the license for 1996. 

The investigation was initiated in 
early April of this year when a 
member of the American Legion, 
“disgusted,” according to Spencer. 
by the presence of a stripper at a 
hall function, reported the incident 
to Spencer. Then, on Apr. 22, a 
detail officer noted occurrences 
similar to those testified to by 
Miller, Still, no action was taken 
until October, a point O'Neill 
raised. 

O'Neill argued that after club 
leaders were informed in early 
November of the activity, future 
such occurrences were stopped; he 
said that would have been the case 
had leaders been informed of the 
activity in April. 

Spencer said the inactivity was due 
to an ongoing investigation into the 
possible sale of narcotics at the 
American Legion, an investigation 
which has yielded no criminal 
charges but which Stewart said is 
still in progress. O'Neil, calling the 
narcotics investigation "“subter- 
fuge," objected strenuously to its 
inclusion in the hearing. After a 
brief debate, during which Spencer 
said he had not acted for fear of 
jeopardizing the drug investigation, 
O'Neil's objection was agreed to by 
Altman and the mention was 
stricken. 

But the narcotics seed had been 
planted, so to speak, and at least one 
board member, McCoy, would ref- 
erence it before casting his vote to 
suspend the Legion's license. 

Though Altman tried to pin 
Legion bar manager and senior 
vice-commander Robert Brown at 
the scene, challenging Brown dur- 
ing cross-examination with "...and 
when you were [at the hall] you saw 
that nude stripper, didn't you Mr. 
Brown?" and tried to show that 
Legion commander Robert Annaian 
had knowledge of the strippers, he 
succeeded (at least evidentially) in 
neither. But by that point, Miller's 
and Spencer's testimony had painted 
an apparently clear picture to select- 
men, who after brief comments 
moved to accept Stewart's recom- 
mendation to revoke the license and 
not renew it for the following year. 

The decision was based largely on 
the fact that the Legion had violated 
their license by providing live 
entertainment, which they were not 
licensed to do. 

Following a revocation, a license 
holder is not allowed to reapply for 
one full year after the date of 
revocation. After hearing this and 
then conferring with Stewart, the 
board voted unanimously against 
revoking the license and then moved 
to suspend it for the balance of 1995 
and not renew it for 1996. 

Under the motion, which was 
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voted unanimously, the Legion will 
be eligible to reapply at any time 
during 1996 

Stewart said after the hearing that 
for him to consider recommending 
favorably on behalf of a new license 
for the Legion, an open dialogue 
with solid lines of communication 
would have to be forged and some 
kind of commitment from the club 
that activity such as what occurred 
on April 22 and Oct. 28 would not 
happen again would have to be 
obtained. 

Stewart added he would also seek 
additional input 

"I need to hear from a total com- 
munity for or against that license." 

Stewart said that the club's claim 
that since a police officer was pre- 
sent, no wrongdoing could have 
occurred does not hold with him. 

“They still have an obligation as a 
licensee regardless of whether or 
not police were there," Stewart said 

After the hearing, O'Neill said he 
believed the decision by selectmen 
was harsh. In his closing argument, 
he sought probation for the club 
O'Neill said the Legion could appeal 
the decision to the state Alcoholic 
Beverages Control Commission but 
would make that decision “in a cou 
ple of days.” 

For the time being. though, 
American Legion Post 136 is effec- 
tively shut down. 

“I think [the board's decision] was 
harsh,” O'Neill said. "The issue 
could have been avoided in April 
with a little common sense.”

Parking proposal

Proposed plans for an MBTA 
commuter rail station in Wilming- 
ton Center could be significantly 
altered to include fewer parking 
spaces and the presence of retail 
establishments. Talk of center 
redevelopment, which has been 
ongoing for more than 30 years, 
underwent what is surely not the last 
treatment Tuesday night when the 
board of selectmen, planning board 
and members of the redevelopment 
authority and town center commit- 
tee met at Town Hall to discuss the 


future of the project 

The 270-space landscaped lot pro- 
posal has been championed by Sel- 
ectman Chairman Diane Allan - 
who as such chaired tuesday's pow- 
with heavy support from 
Selectman Jim Rooney. But both 
backed off that proposal slightly 
Tuesday in light of unanimous

opposition to it from the planning 
board and members of nearly every 
other board present 

The kicker, however, appeared to 
be a new proposal for a singular 
parcel with both parking and retail 
space, a plan forwarded by Town 
Manager Michael Caira. Allan 
stated al the meeting's close that the 
current proposal "probably would 
evolve." 

The proposal is really a compro- 
mise between what a majority of 


selectmen had voiced approval of 


(an MBTA-owned parking facility) 
and what the planning board favors 
(a privately developed retail strip) 

Caira’s proposal hit home and 
both selectmen and planning board 
members seemed to gravitate 
towards it. 

"I think an enhanced commuter 
rail station is a goal of the town, but 
maybe on a smaller scale,” offered 
Planning and Conservation Director 
Lynn Duncan in a good example of 
the compromise atmosphere present 
at the meeting 

“T think it's up to us, first of all, to 
define the town’s vision of the cen- 
ter.” Caira stated before suggesting 
that a public hearing on the matter 
be held. 

Caira's proposal, which he volun- 
teered to draft for members of all 
relevant boards, will include a call 
for an MBTA taking of all the land 
from the Route 62 bridge to the All 
Breed Dog Grooming building, 
with a previous plan for parking 
utilized. That parking proposal, 
largely advanced by Selectman 
Michael McCoy for a smaller lot in 
the place of an existing maintenance 
building located behind the VFW 
hall, was dropped by the MBTA in 
favor of the 270-space plan 

But with traffic a big concern and 
the desire for development beyond a 
parking lot clearly held by at least 
all of the town's planning officials, 
the likelihood of the 270-space pro- 
posal being amended seems high. 

So too does an all-inclusive MBTA 
taking, which would alleviate the 
current situation of multiple private 
developments and no real parking 
options. 

"You're not going to get a while 
knight developer to come in and 
tear down Wilmington Center and 
redevelop it to your specifications,” 
said developer Joe Langone, in em- 
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brace of at least some plan featuring 
a complete MBTA taking 

Allan's biggest concern, mean- 
while, is over losing what could be 
available funds to do something to 
the center, which everyone involved 
agrees isn't that hot now and which 
will only be worsened when the 
Route 62 bridge replacement, with 
accompanying intersection widen- 
ing and land takings along Route 38, 
is completed. Allan urged Sen. 
Bruce Tarr and Rep. Jim Miceli- 
aide Dick Wilson, both in atten- 
dance Tuesday, to continue to pur- 
sue funding for the project. what- 
ever shape it may assume. 


Water 


supply 
OK

In the wake of a continued rash of 
phony phone calls, Wilmington 
officials are assuring all residents 
that there are no problems with the 
town's water supply. 

At Monday nights board of select- 
men meeting, Town Manager Mich- 
ael Caira, told the board and the 
audience that an unidentified male 
caller claiming to be a water depart- 
ment employee has placed several 
random phone calls to residents tel- 
ling false tales of a tainted water 
supply, with different invented 
reasons for the contamination. The 
caller has then been offering ran- 
dom “advice,” such as telling 
residents not to drink the water for 
three days. 

“Needless to say, everyone is get- 
ting upset about this,” Caira said, 
calling the caller a “nitwit" a "cow- 
ard" and a “criminal.” 

"There is no contamination in the 
water system,” Caira emphasized. 
"This is a bogus caller who appar- 
ently has little or nothing better to 
do. 

There is one thing Wilmington 
residents are being asked to do if 
they receive a phone call resembling 
the ones described above: hit *57 on 
their telephones. Doing so will 
allow NYNEX to record the resi- 
dent's line, with the recording then 
turned over to police for investiga- 
live purposes. 

Right now, according to Caira, 
police and town officials have 
"nothing specific” about the caller 
except that he is male and apparent- 
ly “young.”

DO YOU TRUST 
YOUR SPOUSE? 

When a couple signs a joint tax 
return, it means that they are both 
responsible for what it reports and 
¢laims. Even if one partner 
controls the family finances and 
the other simply signs the return 
without examining it, the 
“innocent spouse" is just as liable 
for the tax bill. If the return turns 
out to be fraudulent, innocence is 
no excuse, the tax court has found 
in some cases. The co-signer has a 
duty to make reasonable inquiries 
about the report; not to do so is 
characterized as "imprudent" at 
best. 

Is there an option for a spouse 
who doesn't want to sign a joint 
return, concerned that the other 
bas been less than accurate in 
filing? Yes, filing a “married 
filing separately” return, even if 
there is no income to report. The 
IRS has been known to hold an 
“innocent spouse” liable for a joint 
return, even if the signature has 
been forged. Submitting the 
“married filing separately” return 
helps establish that the person did 
not want to file jointly.

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Clarity obscures 
liquor

What is it that Michael McCoy wants, Rocco DePasquale just got 
improved, the American Legion Post 136 is now without, and 
everyone in Wilmington seems to be talking about in one form or 
another? 

Simple. A liquor license. 

McCoy has been after one for two years now for his Michael's 
Place restaurant and next month will receive his appeal hearing 
from the Massachusetts Alcoholic Beverages Control Commis- 
sion, which doesn't seem to have much in the way of business over 
the Wilmington Board of Selectmen these days. 

Two weeks ago, Rocco engineered a change through that board 
to allow restaurants in Wilmington with bars to serve patrons 
directly at those bars - no waitress required. 

Monday night, the American Legion was, well, stripped of its 
license by the board for violating terms prohibiting live enter- 
tainment. The fact that the entertainment in question was live 
nude dancing couldn't have helped the Legion's case much. 

What all of this points to is a clear need for the town to clean up, 
revise, and thoroughly think through its liquor license laws. 
Rocco forced one significant change, but what of the American 
Legion? Of Michael McCoy? And what will happen when the 99 
or any of a number of other such establishments finally setup shop 
in Wilmington? . 

Selectmen, through a public hearing process perhaps, needs, it 
seems, to define exactly what they are looking for in terms of 
liquor license qualifications. McCoy, for one, meets the physical 
requirements for a license but is apparently two votes shy in the 
areas of “town politics" and "character." The Legion went, um, 
belly up with its license, and. though a different licesne for an 
atmosphere greatly different from, say, Rocco's Restaurant, 
character again comes into play. In fact, Rocco got the change he 
wanted in no small part due to the irrefutable reputation he holds 
In town. 

What is needed is consistency in gauging the intangible "charac- 
ter.” 

McCoy wants it, Rocco has more of it, the Legion - none. 

If McCoy, gold his restaurant to 99 tomorrow, the big pub chain 
would have a liquor license in place before the cock crowed the 
majority requisite three times, bet on that. There's no way that 
any applicant in that case would have the benefit or scrutiny of 
either McCoy or Rocco, or anyone else who makes Wilmington 
their home, for that matter. The board of selectmen needs to be 
either more specific in what it requires in the way of character 
from its applicants or simply heed the recommendations of Chief 
of Police Bobby Stewart, which it has done in every case this 
reporter has witnessed except that of McCoy. 

For his part, Stewart wants a public hearing before issuing any 
new recommendation for the Legion. While public hearings are 
required for any liquor hearing, it seems that, despite an apparent 
overload of such general public hearings, the board should confer 
with the townspeople as to just what is expected in an alcohol 
licensing and serving policy. The board should take Stewart's 
lead and hold not just a hearing for the Legion some time next 
year, but a catchall affair with an aim at defining the debate and 
clarifying criteria.

‘There goes the town!’ 


Dear Larz 

After attending last week's [Wil- 
mington] town meeting. | am com- 
pelled to write this letter expressing 
my total disillusionment of the 
whole process. 

My main reason for going was to 
oppose Article 12, which was sub- 
mitted (and approved) to rezone a 
nine-acre lot of land on Butters row 
from R-60 (half-acre minimum). 
When the meeting was over, I came 
to two conclusions. First, the Plan- 
ning Board should be disbanded 
since most people at the meeting 
totally disregard their recommen- 
dations no matter how valid they 
are, and second, most people in 
town don't care about zoning issues 
in other neighborhoods but vote 
purely based on emotion as long as 
it has no apparent direct impact on 
them. No short or long term effects 
on the town are even considered. 

Mrs. Grasso's request for rezon- 
ing was clearly stated to be for the 
sole purpose of getting more money 
for the sale of her land before she 
moved, The primary argument 
given by a few of the supporters, 
including one selectman, was that 
she "should get what she deserves" 
(as much money as possible) for her 
land 

What this is saying is that anyone 
in town “deserves” to be able to 
have their property rezoned in 
orller to increase the land value 
before selling with the only qualifi- 
cation given, perhaps, being that 
they have lived in town for at least 
12 years, as Mrs. Grasso has 

It didn't matter at all that a major- 
ity of the neighbors who spoke at 
the meeting did so against the re- 
quest because it opens the door to 
one of the largest R-60 zones in 
town to be fully rezoned and 
developed into half-acre lots. This 
three or four square mile area 
surrounds the wetlands for three 
town wells, a water treatment plant, 
a section of the historic Middlesex 
Canal and many wooded trails and 
wildlife areas 

As a resident of Butters Row for 
more than 22 years, I have been 
under the apparent misconception 
that zoning laws had more to do 
with controlling population density 
and the atmosphere of neighbor- 
hoods and the town than with 
getting as much money as possible 
when selling your land. Boy, did I 
have that wrong! 

1 am not blaming Mrs. Grasso for 


this situation. She had every right 


to submit the request and see what 
would happen. I am simply frustra- 
ted at the voters’ lack of respect of 
the zoning laws and any apparent 
concern about the change that can 
occur in a neighborhood and the 
whole town when they are treated so 
lightly. 

The one consolation that I can get 
out of this is that, since Ihave met 
the minimum residency require- 
ment to “deserve” a zoning change, 
when the time comes for me to séll 
my land I will be able to go to the 
town meeting and rezone my pro- 
perty to increase its value, 

It won't matter that the planning 
board will strongly recommend dis- 
approval. The voters won't respect 
their opinion. And it won't matter 
that most of my neighbors will also 
speak out against it. The voters 
won't listen to their concerns, 
either. 

Thinking positively, let us use this 
situation asa wakeup call to bé 
aware of the impact that rezoning 
land can eventually have on “our” 
town, not just on "the other guy's" 
neighborhood. 

It is too late now to stop nine acres 
of previously R-60 zoned land to be 
turned into a half-acre lot develop- 
ment. But if we stop and think 
about this calmly and unemotionally 
before we go to the next town meet- 
ing, we don't have to continue re- 
zoning this or any other large R-60 
area and significantly affect the 
rural atmosphere that we enjoy in 
this town. 

Contrary to another comment that 
was made in the town meeting, 
change does not have to be inevit- 
able, especially changes like this that 
will crowd many more half-acre 
developments all around town and 
not just in the Butters Row/Chestnut 
Street area. 

Most of us have heard concerns 
expressed about the growth of this 
town due to the developments that 
are going into areas that are already 
zoned R-20. Let us protect the few 
large R-60 zoned land areas that we 
have left. Let us stop this one vote 
from having people say not only 
"There goes the neighborhood” but 
also "There goes the town!" 

And I don't think I am being over- 
ly dramatic when I say that that is 
exactly what will happen if we con- 
tinue to vote zoning changes in this 
town based purely on emotion 
rather than reason and thoughtful 
consideration of what the ultimate 


impact could be.

He said firefighters there were up 
against an at times absolutely wild 
fire, worsened by the extremely 
cold air and of course, high 
temperatures of the blaze. "Fire 
storms," wild manifestations of 
flame provoked by intense winds 
produced by the fire to feed itself 
oxygen, were evident at times, 
Stewart reported. 

And then there were the many 
people gathered around, most being 
part of the approximate 1,400-per 
son work force who are, for the 
time being, out of jobs.

NESWC Master plan released 


Massachusetts has released the 
1995 Solid Waste Master Plan, 
"Closing unlined landfills and not 
expanding current landfill capacity 
is great news for Massachusetts 
environment and for Massachusetts 
taxpayers," said Steven M 
Rothstein, Executive Director of the 
North East Solid Waste Committee 
(NESWC); "State environmental

The 60-year Thanksgiving Day 
football rivalry between Wilming- 
ton and Tewksbury could be back in 
tact if a decision is reversed by the 
Merrimack Valley’Conference Ath- 
letic Direc with emphasis from 
their own respective administrators, 
in a special meeting slated for 
Thursday. Dec. 21 at Andover High 
School. 

Last Thursday morning, athletic 
directors, high school principals 
and school superintendents, includ- 
ing Wilmington Superintendent of 
Schools Dr. Geraldine O'Donnell 
and athletic dirtector Jim Gillis, as 
well as Tewksbury Superintendent 
of Schools Dr. Christine McGrath, 
high school principal Bill McGuirk, 
athletic director Mickey Sullivan 
and head football coach Bob Ayl- 
ward met at Andover High School 
to decide what they feel is in the best 
interest of the league and Wilming- 
ton and Tewksbury. 

The decision, announced by MVC 
Commissioner and Andover High 
Athletic Director Jim Hurley, was 
to meet on Dec. 21. Now the MVC 
athletic directors are to meet with 
superintendents to cast their one 
vote to decide whether or not the 
Wilmington-Tewksbury football 
game should be tossed out the 
window 

The MVC Athletic Directors 
voted on Oct. 12 for Tewksbury to 
play Andover. They also voted to 
have Haverhill, who was playing 
Salem, N.H. for the past seven 
years, to play Central Catholic, who 
was playing Andover. That ruling 
let Haverhill play an MVC oppo- 
nent, while it left Wilmington out in 
the cold. 

Lowell High School Athletic 
Director George Bossi said at the 
meeung the decision is all about 
politics. 

“When Wilmington lett the league 
it severed its relationship with the 
MVC,” Bossi said. "Now because of 
tradition they want to keep this 
game with Tewksbury. Well you 
can't have it both ways. As tar as 
I'm concerned the integrity of the 
league comes first 

"This problem goes beyond the 


athletic directors. This thing is all 
about politics. I have to go with 
what the league says. I feel we 
should accommodate Haverhill 
because they're a member of the 
league. The schools in the MVC 
aren't all separate entities. We're 
all part of one big corporation, 
which is the league," Bossi said. 

But. Gillis sees it in a different 
way. 

“The Cape Ann League under- 
stood that we had this game with 
Tewksbury before us entering the 
league," said Gillis. "We had an 
agreement with them that we would 
keep the game and they perfectly 
understood just what an event it is.” 

Gillis also compared this game to 
that between Lowell and Lawrence. 
Lawrence is independent in football 
until the year 2000. Haverhill 
Athletic Director John Ottaviani 
said he wanted to play an MVC 
Opponent, not a non-league game, 
which wouldn't count in the stand- 
ings, on Turkey Day. But Gillis 
said that goes the same with Lowell 
and Lawrence since their game is 
also a non-league contest 

Tewksbury Athletic Director 
Mickey Sullivan, the commissioner 
of football in the MVC, said at the 
mecting that Tewksbury was unable 
to keep its rivalry with Wilmington 
because he didn't have the support 
ol other athletic directors in the 
league 

I would like to reconsider the 
action and go back to its original 
alignment if Haverhill is solved, 
Sullivan motioned at the meeting. 

Haverhill, who entered the MVC 
in 1980, ended their 100-year rival- 
ry with Manchester (N.H.) Central 
And since then, they have had four 
different Thanksgiving opponents 
and all they want is one from the 
MVC 

When we came into the MVC in 
1980. we were asked to give up 
playing Manchester (N.H.) Central, 
our Thanksgiving opponent for 100 
years,” Ottaviani said 

“At that time we picked up Austin 
Prep. They left the league after one 
year. The following year we played 
Greater Lawrence and they left the 
league at the end of that year

‘Ivory’

Tt began as a kitten climbing a tree, 
progressed into a nearly six-day 
saga and ended happily when an 
anonymous but good Samaritan 
climbed nearly 100 feet in search of 
Ivory. 

Ivory is the five-month-old kitten 
of Jane Accardi and family of 
Scaltrito Drive in Wilmington. 
Ivory, on her first trip to the great 
outdoors (an unlicensed one at that) 
after being born in the Accardi 
house along with her brother, 
Ebony, on July 4, managed to get 
herself lodged 55 feet up in a pine 
tree on the property of next door 
neighbor George Hunter. 

Accardi said she first realized 
Ivory was out of the house Monday 
evening when she stepped out on to 
her deck. That's when she first 
heard the meows. They would 
persist throughout the week, often 
providing a beacon of hope but 
sometimes a heartrending source of 
frustration. 

It was Hunter that first spotted the 
snow-white feline some 55 feet high 
in the pine. When she didn't come 
down, Accardi put a call in to the 
Wilmington Fire Department, 
which said it didn't handle calls for 
cats stuck in trees. Next was the 
town DPW, and they came out, with 
their bucket truck, to try and coax 
Ivory down. But the kitty panicked 
and bolted higher, out of the range 
of the truck, when a worker came 
close. 

From there, the situation darkened 
for Ivory, who appeared to only 
know one direction on the tree - up. 
While the Accardi's waited for her 
to come around to the other direc- 
tion, they and others on the street, 
located off Salem Street just before 
the Tewksbury line, kept a periodic 
vigil, eye and ear out. 

Meanwhile, Ivory found shelter in 
a bird's nest and at least some suste- 
nance from pine needles. Thursday 
morning though, Hunter said he 
feared the worst when several 
crows were seen circling the nest 
They did not harm the unwelcome 
visitor. 

On Friday, after Ivory had spent 
four nights in the tree, Accardi, 
with help from Laurie Conti, who 
lives across the street, got an 
employee of Viking Tree, Inc. of 
North Reading to come out 
Viking, though, had only a 55-foot 
ladder on its truck and the worker 
did not climb trees. 

With the temperature dropping 
rapidly and snows on the way, the 
attempt by Viking was seen as likely 
the last. There was not much hope 
Ivory would make it through what 
would then be the coldest night of 
the winter, and, if she did, little 
hope she would survive the snows 
forecast for the next day 

When the Viking worker came 
down empty handed in the cold 
night air, Ivory just too high up, 
desperation began to set in. Hunter 
suggested he might climb the tree 
himself or cut the top off or the 
whole thing down. Anything, it 
seemed, was worth the chance 

As Viking pulled away and the 
handful of neighbors turned to 
escape the bitter cold, Ivory's 
meows pierced the night air.

Inside, Conti, a self-professed ani- 
mal lover, refused to give up. She 
placed calls to Rep. Jim Miceli and 
other politicians, anyone who might 
listen and be willing and/or able to 
help. She tried the fire department 
again and finally, they came out 
with their ladder truck. But by that 
time it was too dark and the bran- 
ches on the tree were too thick. On 
top of that, Ivory ran higher. 

"They went above and beyond the 
call of duty," Conti said afterward 
of the fire department. “It is against 
their policy and they still came out 
and we appreciate that." 

But, Ivory was still in the tree, and 
cold and snow were coming. 

Early Saturday morning, Accardi 
walked out to the tree, heard noth- 
ing. and grew discouraged. She 
tapped on the trunk, however, and 
then heard a very weak, strained 
mewing. That was all she needed to 
hear. She then hit the phone, calling 
tree services, crane companies, any- 
one who might be able to help. 

"I said, ‘as long as she's alive I'll 
Start pursuing people,"" Accardi re- 
called. 

But in the end it was a man from 
Dracut who had seen an article 
printed the day before in the Lowell 
Sun telling of Ivory's plight 

The man, of French heritage and 
with 18 years in the tree business, 
assessed the situation at around 


10:00 a.m., grabbed a pillow case, 
put tree climbing spikes on his 
boots, threw a belt around himselt 
and the tree, and climbed. Nearly 
100 feet later, in a driving snow, he 
called down. 

"I see her and I'm close to her but 
I don't have her in the sack yet." 
Just a couple anxious minutes later 
he yelled down again. “I have her,

Towards the latter part of the 
1994-95 Wilmington High School 
varsity basketball season, the team 
was sporting a 5-9 record, which 
already was a story - the team 
wasn't supposed to win that many 
games all season long. 

They had five games left. They 
had to travel to Central Catholic, 
come home against Tewksbury, 
then travel to Lawrence, Trinity 
Catholic and Manchester to round 
out the rest of the season. Head 
coach Jim McCune had to find a way 
for the team to win four of the last 
five games, with four of them on the 
road and against four would-be state 
tournament bound teams. The 
chances of that happening looked 
extremely slim. 

The team took on Central Catholic 
and got bombed - by about 35 
points. After the game. the team 
was understandably disappointed 
because they really didn't think they 
had a chance to go to the tourna- 
ment. But McCune told them not to 
hang their heads, that there was 
plenty of hoop lett to play. They 
didn't want to listen to him, but he 
was right 

The team then won their next four 
games. They beat Tewksbury to 
start the ball rolling. They trailed 
Lawrence by 12 points at halftime 
and came out on a 28-2 run in the 
second half to step an inch closer 
They then beat Manchester 63-51 
and then Trinity Catholic to close it 
out 

“That had to be my proudest 
moment of my coaching career,” 
McCune said. "When we clinched 
for'the state tournament it felt so 
great because the expectations were 
so low for us the entire year and no 
one thought we would do anything 
It was my most satisfying season of 
coaching,” McCune said. 

McCune was right. No one, 
including this writer, thought that 
his troops would even win a game 
all season long. The team lacked 
experience, experience and experi- 
ence. Prior to the season, Richie 
Barden, a potential 20-point scorer 
per game, moved to Methuen. 

"That really hurt us, but we had to 
move on. [t wouldn't have been fair 
to kept dwelling that Richie was 
gone to the kids on the team. Those 
kids worked so hard all season long. 
When Richie left - he left and that 
meant a lot of players had to step up 
their play and it also meant someone 


else would get ten more shots a 
night," McCune said 

This writer bumped into McCune 
at a WHS football game the day 
after McCune found out about Bar- 
den leaving. McCune was asked 
what he was going to do. McCune 
responded, with Dan Kivlehan, the 
player with the most experience on 
the team standing right next to him, 
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by saying Kivlehan would have ten 
more shots a night and it was his 
chance to respond. Kivlehan was 
the first of 12 players to respond. 

"That team defines work ethic 
We didn't have to push them at 
practice. The entire team worked as 
hard as they possibly could, they all 
got along and they had all of the in- 
gredients of being a successful team 

“Their attitudes we , there 
were no large gaps between the 
players and they all developed. The 
entire team knew what their roles 
were going to be and everytime we 
asked them to do something they 
went out and did it. 1 don't think 
they overachieved. I knew these 
guys had the talent to play - it was 
whether or not they were going to 
play together and we found that out 
very quickly,” McCune said 

McCune started his coaching 
career at the young age of 19 after 
being a point guard for Somerville 
High School. He played baseball, not 
basketball in college, but his love 
was always basketball. His first var 
sity coaching job came in 1982 at St 
Clement's. After seven years there, 
he resigned because he moved and 
the commute was too much for him 
During his tenure there he had an 
83-38 record, which included a 
divisional final appearance for the 
1986-87 season, in which his team 
went 22-0 but lost to Weston in the 
North Finals. 

Before being named head coach in 
Wilmington, McCune took a year 
off trom coaching. but still found 
himself watching all of St. Clem 
ent's games. He then wondered why 
he wasn't still coaching. He picked 
up a newspaper and applied at 
Wilmington - he has been here ever 
since 

“| wanted the job in Wilmington 
because it was a big challenge for 
me. I wanted to coach again - I love 
working with the kids and I love the 
game of basketball. Outside of my 
family, I eat, drink and sleep 
basketball - it is my passion 

“I love coaching in Wilmington, | 
love the community, the kids are 
tremendous and it is a great place to 


be. I want this program to be the 
best in the school. We want the 
program to be first class and that 
starts with the kids. We want them 
to represent the school and the town 
the best." McCune said. 

McCune says he owes a lot to the 
kids, athletic director Jim Gillis and 
his two assistants, Tommy Woods 
and Joe Maiella. 

“We demand a lot from the kids. 


Wilmington Coach of the Year: 


When we first came here it was like 
a bucket of cold water thrown at 
them - we wanted them to be 
disciplined, we wanted them to 
accept our system and our styles and 
we wanted the kids to give it every 

thing they possibly had for us. We 
demand an awful lot - the kids who 
slack off don't survive in this pro: 

gram 

"But. | owe a lot to my two 
assistants. I give them a lot of 
responsibility, A coach is only as 
good as his players and assistants are 
and this program would not be as 
respectful as it is without Tom and 
Joe 

"Jimmy [Gillis] has been great too. 
He let us come in and do our own 
thing and he was very patient with 
us, The first two years we were 
6-14 and 5-15. He stuck with us and 
1 owe him a lot to,” McCune sum 
med up. 

After two years of struggling, the 
91-92 team finished at 13-9, de 
spite losing a couple of games at the 
buzzer. That team was loaded with 
talent but was eliminated in the 
second round of the tournament in 
one of the strongest years of high 
school basketball around 

The ‘92-93 team also went into 
the state tournament with an 12-8 
record and they went a step further 
being climinated in the third round 
The next year, the Cats never saw 


any good luck pass their way as they 
finished 4-16 despite being in just 
about every game. And this past 
season, the team wrapped up one of 
its better seasons in a long time. 

No matter what, I was going to be 
proud of those guys [from this past 
season]. They did more with what 
little they had then any team I have 
coached. When Danny got hurt, we 
had players like Paul Heigham, Pat 
Cahill and freshman Scott Swiezyn- 
ski step up. We had Kivlehan and 
Dave DeSantis combining for 25 
points a night. We had Paul Bruno 
getting every rebound in sight. The 
chemistry on this team was the best 
it ever could be and that's why we 
finished the way we did - no one 


gave up. 

I'm honored to be a part of this 
school. Look at all of the great 
coaches that are in this system - 
Dick Scanlon, Sue Hendee, Gerry 
Sullivan, Steve Scanlon, Bob 
Cripps, Mike Nee and on and on - 
these coaches have outstanding 
backgrounds and to be a part of that 
is such an honor," McCune said. 

McCune certainly belongs on that 
list. His program is arguably one of 
the most respected programs 
around. The '94-'95 season ex-

the boards - the second half the 
defense played really well and we 
started to rebound and that is why 
we won."

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Andover bird watch 


The Merrimack Valley Bird 
Club will conduct the sixth 
annual Andover Christmas Bird 
count on Saturday, December 
16. In last year’s count 40 partic- 
ipants sighted over 20,000 birds 
of 57 species. 

The number of individual 
birds counted in 1994 was the 
highest in the five year history 
of the Andover count. The total 
number of species seen in 1994 
fell short of the record number 
of 60 species counted in 1993. 

Among the notable sightings 
in the 1994 count were 5 Eastern 
Bluebirds, 2 Bald Eagles, a pere- 
grine Falcon and a Northern 
Shrike. Perhaps the mot notable 
species of all in the 1994 count 
was the American Crow. In 1994, 
nearly 91,200 crows were seen, 
accounting for nearly 45 percent 
of the a the birds counted. 

Other extremely common 
species on the 1994 count were 
European Starling (2,700 indi- 
viduals), Rock Dove (1,7761 indi- 


viduals), Canada Goose (1,654 
and individuals), House Sparrow 
(861 individuals), Herrin Gull 
(729 individuals), Black-capped 
Chickadee (562 individuals), 
Blue Jay (380 individuals) and 
House Finch (299 individuals). 

While some species are quite 
common in the Andover count 
area, many are relatively rare. 
Although a total of 57 species 
were seen in 1994, twenty four of 
these were represented by 10 or 
fewer individuals. 

The count area is within a 15 
mile diameter, its center located 
near Pomps Pond in Andover. 
The count area includes 
Lawrence, Andover, North 
Andover, and North Reading, 
Tewksbury, Wilmington and 
parts of Methuen, Boxford, 
Dracut, Billerica, Reading 
Lowell and Middleton.

“Father of the Bride, Part 
IP” starring Steve Martin, Diane 
Keaton, Martin Short, Kimberly

I've been complaining about 
remakes for years, wondering 
why producers are so hot to 
redo good movies instead of the 
dreadful or bland flicks that ery 
out for a talented revision. Such 
is not the case here, however, as 
director Charles Shyer has taken 
a so-so movie, and with all the 
skill of the truly mediocre, made 
it worse, 

In 1951, Vincent Minnelli, 
director of the original “Father 
of the Bride,” reteamed with 
Albert Hackett and Frances 
Goodrich, writers of the original 
script as well as “It's a 
Wonderful Life.” Even with such 
talent, the sequel, “Father's 
Little Dividend” was only mar- 
ginally better than average. One 


would think it could only 
improve if remade. 

Hollywood has faked us out 
once more. Granted, there are a 
few laughs in this flick, though 
on the whole it’s a monumental 
waste of talent. Innocuous it 
may be, but it is so beige you 
could nap for 30 minutes and 
miss almost-nothing. The script 
takes no chances and is about as 
inventive as a 30-minute sit-com 
episode. 

Steve Martin reprises his role 
as George Banks, a beleaguered 
father and husband who is 
absolutely not prepared for his 
daughter’s (Kimberly Williams) 
pregnancy announcement. To 
give the story a weird 9's twist, 
George’s wife Nina (Diane 
Keaton) soon announces that 
she too is with child. 


In fact, if you think about it, 
and there's plenty of time to do 
so between jokes, the whole pic- 
ture is a little strange. George 
and Nina are incredibly self- 


involved, no one is really paying 
that much attention to the 
daughter, and the idea of moth- 
er/ daughter pregnancies 
smacks of daytime talh shows. 
Then there is the Banks’ pre- 
teen son, (Kieran Culkin) who 
only scems to be around half the 
time, but is never mentioned or 
missed. 

Jumping from one silly, fran- 
tic scene to another, the movie 
not only lacks sharp writing, but 
it lacks warmth. Everyone tries 
to connect emotionally during 
the last 25 minutes of the film, 
but each confrontation is too 
rigid and forced to engage us. 

Most disappointing is the sup- 
porting cast. Martin Short's odd 
performance as a party planner 
and interior decorator may have 
been funny last time around, but 
now seems merely confused 
He’s also on screen too much, 
apparently ignoring all his other 
clients to move in with the 
Banks. B. D. Wong reprises his 
role as Short’s sidekick, but is

only allotted about 15 syllables. 

Because Martin is a master 
of physical comedy and timing, 
and because he is on screen 
most of the time, this movie 
really does have some pleasant 
moments.

New treatment offers 


relief to ulcer 


For many years there has 
been little relief for the one out 
of ten Americans who suffer 
from peptic ulcer diseases, 
known commonly as stomach 
ulcers. Now a new treatment 
approach offers the potential for 
inexpensive, lasting relief for 
many ulcer suffers. 

Researchers now agree that a 
bacterial infection with a bac- 
terium call Helicobacter pylori 
(H.pylony-causes many ulcers.

According to David Siegen- 
berg, M.D. an internist/gas- 
troenterologist at Melrose 
Wakefield Hospital, the antibiot- 
ic approach has worked 95 per- 
cent of the time in clinical stud- 
ies for ulcers that occur in the 
duodenum or upper end of the 
small intestine, and has topped 
74 percent of stomach ulcers 
that are caused by this bacteria. 


“In the past, spicy foods and 
stress were thought to trigger 
ulcers, “Dr. Siegenberg says. 
“Now it's been proven that many 
ulcers are caused by H. Pylori; 
it's the culprit behind nearly all 
duodenum ulcers and about 80 
percent of stomach ulcers. The 
bacterium sticks to the stom- 
achs lining where’ it damages 
the tissues and causes inflam-

mation, which may then 
progress to an ulcer. The »acte- 
ria are also believea to puy a 
role in the development of stom- 
ach cancer.” 

In the United States, H Pylori 
infection is uncommon in child- 
hood, but affects 50-60 percent of 
people by age 60. Of the infected 
people, only about 20 percent 
will develop an ulcer. Scientists 
still don't understand why hav- 
ing the bacteria does not always 
lead to ulcers in every person 
infected, and no one knows how 
H. Pylori is acquired.

Paperless | 
tax returns 
possible 


Thousands of Massachusetts 
taxpayers who enjoy: the conve- 
nience of shopping or banking 
by phone will also be able to file 
their federal income taxes sim- 
ply by making a short telephone 
call. The Internal Revenue 
Servite’s file by phone program 
will expand nationwide in 1996. 
and, like shopping and banking 
by phone, TeleFile will now be 
totally paperless, 

About 200,000 Massachusetts 
taxpayers who now use the fed- 
eral 1040EZ form will be able to 
use a touch tone telephone 
instead. The taxpayers will end 
their call by using a Personal 
Identification Number that will 
substitute for the signature 
required on paper returns. 


“Filing taxes doesn’t get any 
easier than this,” said Francine 
Crowley, IRS District Director, 
as she announced the expansion 
and improvements in the pro- 
gram. “TeleFile will not only 
save taxpayers time and trouble, 
but will also make the IRS more 
efficient,” she added. 

After the taxpayer provides 
requested income information, 
TeleFile will compute the tax 
and announce how large the tax- 
payer’s refund, if any, will be. 


sucr. refunds will generally be 
recr ived within three weeks. Or, 
it will tell the taxpayer how 
much additional tax is due. The 
call will be completed by a con- 
firmation number which the tax- 
payer can later use if there are 
any subsequent questions. The 
entire telephone transaction will 
take less than 10 minutes. 


To be eligible for TeleFile, a 
taxpayer must receive the spe- 
cial tax booklet containing the 
PIN, and meet the following 
conditions: 

Be single with no depen- 
dents, 

Have taxable income of less 
the $50,000, 

Have filed a tax return previ- 
ously, and be at the same 
address as last year. 

This is our latest effort to cut 
paperwork and make it easier 
for taxpayers,” said Crowley, 
noting that electronically filed 
returns contained fewer errors 
were easier to process. 


TeleFile has been tested in 
select area since. 1992. This 
past year, nearly 700,000 taxpay- 
ers in ten states filed by phone. 

TeleFile access will be avail- 
able 24 hours daily and taxpay- 
ers will have the option of using 
the system in English or 
Spanish.

PUT A MILEAGE 
LOG IN YOUR CAR 


Whether you use a car for 
business, for charitable works, for 
going to the doctor or moving, the 
mileage is deductible, if you can 
document it with a contemporary 
log listing mileage and the 
purpose of the trip. For business 
and investment use, mileage is 
deductible at 30¢ a mile; for 
charity, 12¢ a mile, and for 
medical care or moving, 9¢. Tolls 
and parking fees are deductible in 
addition. Get a receipt for charges 

‘ over $25. 

It's wise also to figure actual 
costs for use of the car, allocating 
costs in proportion to auto use for 

‘each purpose, and utilize 
whichever method gives you the 
: better deduction. 

For the self-employed, business 
use of the car is deductible on 
Schedule C. An employee's auto 
use for business, if not reimbursed 
by the employer, is deductible as a 

_miscellaneous deduction on 
Schedule A, subject to a 2 percent 
of AGI floor. An expense 
allowance for car use is taxable 
and reported on the W-2.
